Haliburton County’s economic development direc- 
tor says the province’s new regional tourism organi- 
zations (RTOs) program should prove a boon for the 
county. 

Bob Smith, along with county tourism and market- 
ing coordinator Amy Brohm, attended a meeting of 
the transition board for RTO 11, of which the county is 
part, on July 14 and 15. 

Facilitated by the Queen’s University Executive Deci- 
sion Centre, the meeting brought together representa- 
tives from the eight regions that comprise RTO 11 and 
was a chance to talk about what the new organization 
would look like and how it would go about promoting 
the area, which stretches east from the county towards 
Ottawa.

Aaron King’s new play uses quantum physics to tell the 
story of a science student and a musician falling out of 
love and re-examining their lives along the way. 

Radio Nowhere, a one-man show written by and star- 
ring King, will debut at the Minden Fringe festival at the 
Wintergreen Pancake Barn in Gelert the night of Aug. 14. 

It’s the second play King, 21, has written for the Fringe 
festival. 

His first, Ephemeral Things, showed at the first festival 
in 2008. 

Life Without Principle, King’s second play, showed at 
another festival that summer. 

Radio Nowhere is his first one-man work, but King said

he feels no added pressure about appearing on stage 
alone. 

“I don’t think there’s any more apprehension about 
being on stage by yourself than there is being with other 
people,” King said last week, adding that he always feels 
some degree of stage fright. 

However, once he immerses himself in character, any 
nervousness, along with most of his other senses, seem 
to fade. 

“I simply get into it and do whatever I need to do,” he 
said of performing. “I can’t even tell if it went well.’ 

King’s relationship with the theatre began five years 
ago when he began volunteering with the Highlands 
Summer Festival, working backstage doing things like 
arranging props. 

After a few summers, he couldn’t resist the call to start 
writing and performing his own plays. 

“This is going to sound arrogant, but it was probably 
just that I felt I could do better,’ he said. “Certainly noth- 
ing against those plays.” 

King said he’s attracted to writing and performing in 
his own plays because it’s an art form that he has com- 
plete control over, from conception to execution. 

King, who is also playing in Michael Fay’s The Golden 
Slipper as part of Minden Culture Fest, will be taking his 
love for storytelling in a new direction in the fall as he 
begins his first year of study at Toronto’s Max the Mutt 
Animation School, studying illustration for comic books 
and graphic novels. 

“It’s just another form of storytelling,” he said. 

King, who is working at Haliburton’s Rails End Gallery 
for the summer, said he hopes to be part of the Minden’s 
Fringe festival again in the future. 

“Tam really grateful that there is such a thing as the 
Minden Fringe,” he said. “It allows theatre to become 
more personal. I think it’s important to take risks like 
that.”

Georgina Parkes was surprised 
to find a peacock in her backyard 
recently.

Late last week she called Canoe FM, 
reporting the found peacock to the sta- 
tion’s pet detective segment, which 
helps reunite missing pets with their 
owners. 

“They were quite surprised about the 
peacock,” she said, laughing. 

A missing peacock is of course an 
unusual occurrence in Haliburton 
County and Parkes said not an hour 
after the segment had run the station 
received a phone call from the bird’s

Coyote slaughter better than wolves 


To the Editor, 


The eastern wolf was designated as 
a species of special concern under the 
Federal and Ontario Governments Spe- 
cies at Risk Acts in 2001. Ontario has 190 
species at risk. The coyote, canis latrans , 
is not at risk. 

On March 31, 2010, Ministry of Natural 
Resources’ research scientist Brent Patter- 
son gave a presentation on the eastern wolf 
(and coyotes). Some of the information 
given included: 

e Wolves in Algonquin Park are, in gen- 
eral, not inter-breeding with coyotes. 

e The buffer zone around Algonquin 
Park is a great success. Interestingly, mor- 
tality rates are down, but Algonquin Park 
populations are stable, so there is likely a 
fair amount of dispersal going on. 

e Since July 10, 2005, it has been man- 
datory to report all wolves killed regardless 
of the method and reason. Every hunter 
who wants to shoot wolves must purchase 
a special wolf seal. 

I find it very curious, and mysterious, 
that the “wolf slaughter” has now been 
designated an “eastern coyote slaugh- 
ter” by the Ministry of Natural Resources, 
according to the press release dated 
July 22, 2010. How convenient, and how 
lucky for R. Shayne McKelvey, that he 


slaughtered eight coyotes and not eight 
eastern wolves, who just happen to be a 
“species of concern” under the Federal 
and Ontario Governments Species at Risk 
Acts. I also wonder why the court date of 
July 15, 2010 was not made public? ALL 
the natural resources of Ontario are a con- 
cern to the public at large. 

[also find it interestng that the $1,000 
plea agreement was given to an organiza- 
tion like the Haliburton Highlands Out- 
doors Association, instead of a organiza- 
tion like the Haliburton Land Trust Spe- 
cies at Risk Project, Canadian Wolf Coali- 
tion, Eastern Wolf Campaign, Earthroots 
Wilderness Defenders, or Canadian Parks 
and Wilderness Society, Green Wolf of 
Canada, or Canadian Wolf Defenders. 

I hope the MNR will make public the 
data on these eight animals: 

DNA, weight, height, length, fur condi- 
tion, age, sex, parasites and how each ani- 
mal was killed (bullet, snare, trap, poison, 
chase exhaustion from ATV). 

It is important for the public to under- 
stand how and why the MNR came to the 
conclusions that were in the press release. 

The mystery continues!

The postal changes

boundaries. On Monday, everybody 
on the Minden Hills side of our town- 
ship lines starts getting their mail from 
Minden. 

Minden will serve folks whose mail 
came to Norland addresses via Cobo- 
conk, to Snowdon Township from Kin- 
mount or to Lochlin from Haliburton 
village. 

On the other hand, if you live in old 
Stanhope Township, your address 
becomes Algonquin Highlands instead 
of Minden, though your mail still comes 
from Minden. 

More confusion still: If you live in the 


Boskung, Buller, Butter- 
milk Falls, Carnarvon, Dev- 
il’s Creek (later Irondale), Donald, Elsie, 
Furnace Falls, Gelert, Halls Lake, Hin- 
don Hill, Ingoldsby, Kilcoo Camp, Lit- 
tle Hawk Lake, Lochlin, Lutterworth, 
Mill Hill (later Maple Lake), Miners Bay, 
Moores Falls, Oxtongue Lake, Peterson, 
Peterson’s Corners, Pine Springs, Stan- 
hope and Winston (Beech Lake). 

That list may be incomplete; the 
spellings are from the sources. Change 
always has been late arriving in Hali- 
burton County. This was one of the last 
parts of southern Ontario to get the 911 
addressing system and the postal reor- 
ganization had to follow that.

queue forever. Haliburton farmers still 
had to pick up their mail at the post 
office 30 years after most of the rest of 
the country was on the Rural Route 
(RR) system. 

Though the Laurier government 
introduced free rural delivery in 1908, it 
didn’t arrive here until 1939, according 
to a handwritten account in the Minden 
Post Office. 

The first route took the mail to Elsie, 
Blairhampton, Allsaw and Ingoldsby. 
Ross Walker, who grew up on a farm 
near the Queen’s Line, remembers that 
the mailman dropped off mail along the 
way to Hindon Hill in the early 1940s. 
There were bags at the end of laneways 
instead of mailboxes. 

If you happened to live along the 
railway in Lochlin or Donald, the mail 
came five times a week but two or three 
times a week was the norm on our side 
of the county in those days. 

Now there is no railway. No Hindon 
Hill. No RR in your address.

Rotenberg to hold 


writing workshop 
at literary festival

Robert Rotenberg says he didn’t want to 
become another lawyer writing books about 
lawyers, but seems to be dealing well with 
the success he’s experiencing as a novelist. 

His legal thriller Old City Hall was named 
by Quill & Quire magazine as one of the 15 
best books of 2009, has been translated into 
nine languages and is being turned into a 
CTV mini-series.

Abby Xerri says he wants to bring some 
new energy to Minden Hills council. 

Xerri is running for one of two councillor 
positions for Ward 1 in the Oct. 25 munici- 
pal election. 

A resident of Minden since 2004 and 
owner of Xerri DesignBuild, Xerri said 
transparency and accountability to constit- 
uents would be his top priorities if elected. 

“T think it’s the key ingredient,” he said. “I 
really want the people to be involved.” 

His decision to run for council came 
about largely as a result of the township’s 
water tower project, which has angered 
some residents in the area of St. Germaine 
Street where Xerri lives. The municipality 
also acquired a $1 million shortfall, which 
it is still attempting to make up. 

“I think I’ve observed a process - or non- 
process - of how people can be involved,” 
Xerri said. 

He’s talked to many people who don’t 
feel their concerns about township busi- 
ness are being heard by the current coun- 
cil. 

“That has caused people, I guess, to sti- 
fle themselves,” Xerri said, reinforcing 
that more open lines of communication 
between the community and council are 
necessary. 

He said while he understands the legal- 
ities around in-camera meetings, he also 
believes the current council is too quick to 
label issues as in-camera matters and move 
into closed session.

development is another issue on Xerri’s list 
and he said he would work to strengthen 
Minden’s business community. 

“The people that run their businesses 
here, they’ve done it through sweat and 
tears,” he said, adding that a largely sea- 
sonal economy can present challenges 
to entrepreneurs. “I want to bring a new 
energy to unite that community and see it 
gets that due respect.” 

Quality of life in Minden is also central 
to Xerri’s platform, with him saying that it 
is important for the township to continue 
its efforts in the areas of art and culture and 
also to try to attract more physicians to the 
area. 

His family, he noted, travels to Bracebri- 
dge for medical care. 

Xerri, who has a website and brochures 
made up, will be campaigning largely by 
door-knocking, which he said he is dedi- 
cating two days a week to until the fall elec- 
tion. 

“I’m a real believer in the handshake and 
eye contact,” he said. 

Xerri will also be holding meet and 
greets, with one this Saturday outside of 
Dollo’s IGA. 

He said these events, which he plans to 
videotape for his website, will be an oppor- 
tunity not just for him to share his plat- 
form with people, but, more importantly, 
a chance for people to share their concerns 
with him. 

“Council does not make the town,” he 
said. “It is the town. People need to remem- 
ber that their voices are important.’

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A colourful history: from the Hungarian 
revolution to Kennisis Lake 


eorge Schvarcz (pronounced Schwartz) is a con- 
G fessed workaholic and a man with a past that 
could well be fodder for a Hollywood script. 

Born in 1940, near the Russian border in Hungary, 
he was the only child of middle class parents. “I had a 
motorcycle when I was young,” he recalls. The motor- 
cycle might explain his penchant for electrical engi- 
neering that defined his 
adult years, but his child- 
hood turned sour when 
his father was drafted 
into the German army in 
the early 1940s. 

“Hungary was the path- 
way to Russia,” Schvarcz 
explains, “and when the 
Germans invaded Russia 
they came through 
Hungary.” Schvarcz’s 
father was ultimately 
captured by the Russians 
and taken to Siberia as a 
prisoner of war. “When he came back he was a differ- 
ent man. He had experienced so many atrocities. In the 
army you did what you were told ... or else.” 

His father started to drink heavily, and by the time 
young George was 12 his dad was dead. Then things 
got worse. The Russians confiscated the family prop- 
erty and the pharmacy business, and George’s mother 
was reduced “to selling candy from a shack to passing 
soldiers.” 

George Schvarcz managed to obtain work as an elec- 
trical apprentice in a state-owned steel mill. Then, on his 
16th birthday, he received instructions to report to the 
Czechoslovakian border to join the Hungarian army. 
“Even though I always loved airplanes I ended up as 
a regular foot soldier,” he recalls. “We were equipped 
with the old AK 45s and with grenades.” 

In late September and early October of ’56, the 
Hungarian revolution took place, and it scarred 
Schvarcz for life. His army unit was brought to Budapest 
to help defend the city against the Russians, and he 
remembers that for a while the Hungarians were win- 
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ning. “For 13 days Hungary was free of Russian domi- 
nation,” he exclaims. “Then we ran out of ammunition 
and medicine. We received absolutely no assistance 
from the free world, and after 13 days, Khrushchev 
sent in the tanks. They completely encircled Budapest 
and crushed Hungary like it never existed. What hap- 
pened in those 13 days is indescribable, disgusting and 
against humanity,” he says with a lingering bitterness. 

Schvarcez had seen enough, and in November of ‘56 
he deserted and escaped to Austria. With the help of 
the International Red Cross George Schvarcz eventu- 
ally made it to Canada. He still spoke very little English 
when he landed at Malton, “which was the airport for 
Toronto back then,” Schvarcz says. “It was so cold I just 
about froze.” It was April of 1957, and Schvarcz was all 
of 17 years old and alone in a new world. He needed to 
find a job quickly. 

“My first job was in a belt factory on Spadina Avenue 
in Toronto,” he says with a sardonic smile, “and I took 
home $7 a week.” 

“T lived in a rooming house with (billionaire industri- 
alist) Frank Stronach, who was then a millwright.” 

Using his previous experience in Hungary, Schvarcz 
served a five year electrical apprenticeship with State 
Electric in Toronto, and he got his ticket as a certi- 
fied electrician. He was still living in Malton when he 
obtained work as a student engineer on the famed Avro 
Arrow fighter /bomber. 

Schvarcz then applied to Ryerson University and he 
eventually graduated as an electro mechanical engineer 
in 1962. In 1969 he obtained a professional engineer- 
ing degree from Ryerson, and went to work for ITE 
Canada Ltd., designing heavy electrical manufacturing 
apparatus. 

Some years later Schwarcz decided to form his own 
company called Commercial Switchgear Ltd, which 
produced heavy equipment for industrial and commer- 
cial installations, including airports. “We installed the 
power distribution and emergency back-up services for 
military and civilian airports across Canada,” he says, 
with justifiable pride. “Our clients were the Canadian 
government and the Canadian and U.S. military.” 

With the unionization of Commercial Switchgear

Ltd. in 1995 Schvarcz sold the company, and he and 
wife Heidi, whom he met in Toronto in the mid ‘70s, 
decided to make a lifestyle change by moving to the 
Haliburton Highlands. 

In 1996 Schvarcz opened Haliburton Outdoor 
Equipment on Kennisis Lake Road. You might think 
that the time had long since passed for George Schvarcz 
to slow down a bit; but no, he’s still going full tilt, and as 
proof to his ceaseless hard work, Haliburton Outdoor 
Equipment Ltd. is a five star Yamaha dealership. 

“It’s been quite a colourful history,” says Schvarcz. 
“Tlove people, equipment, sports and the outdoors, but 
all I do is work. I don’t take days off.”

Get a taste of 
opera

he Highlands Opera Studio will 
continue to fill the county with 

song throughout the month of 
August. 

Last week the studio held master class- 
es at the Minden United Church with 
opera virtuoso John Fisher adjudicating 
and it will be hosting a number of other 
events in upcoming weeks as part of the 
Highlands Summer Festival. 

Excerpt concerts, which are not full, 
costumed operas, but rather the sing- 
ing of various operatic selections, will 
take place in Minden on Aug. 13 and in 
Haliburton on Aug. 19 and 21. 

A concert featuring the studio’s faculty 
will also take place in Minden on Aug. 
14. 

Valerie Kuinka, one of the artistic direc- 
tors with the studio, said concerts may be 
an opportunity for those unfamiliar with 
opera who may be unsure about sitting 
through an entire opera to become more 
familiar with the art form. 

Kuinka said one of her goals is to cast 
off opera’s stereotypical, snobby image 
and make it more accessible to the gen- 
eral public. 

“People are intimidated and they 
shouldn’t be,” she said, adding that 
opera, at its root, is based on the deepest 
human emotions, something that every- 
one can understand. 

On Aug. 20 and 22, there will be per- 
formances of The Old Maid and the Thief, 
a one-act opera by Italian-American 
composer Gian Menotti, at the Northern 
Lights Performing Arts Pavilion. 


The opera, which Kuinka described 
as quite comical at times, takes place in 
English and so can be easily understood. 

Then, from Aug. 29 through Sept. 1, the 
studio will finish off this summer’s festi- 
val with four performances of one of the 
world’s most popular operas, Giacomo 
Puccini’s La Boheme. 

“It’s the first full-fledged opera we’re 
doing,” Kuinka said excitedly, explain- 
ing that the four-act performance will be 
sung in Italian. 

This year the shows are double cast, 
since a record-breaking 18 students are 
part of this summer’s studio program. 

Typically, there are between seven and 
10 students in the August-long program, 
but this year Kuinka said so many talent- 
ed singers from across the country came 
out to audition (there were more than 
200), the studio upped the class size. 

Those who are selected to take part in 
the month-long program get to do so for 
free, with the money the studio makes 
from its performances going towards 
travel and accommodations for stu- 
dents.

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Facing Forest Festival fears

t was shaping up to be a rough summer for 
Galea and me.

deep in the woods of Haliburton, one that sacrificed 
any number of barnyard animals at ritualistic ceremo- 
nies its members called “festivals.” 

He’d escaped on the back of a squirrel when he was 
just four. 

Suddenly I understood why Galea screamed like a 
banshee every time we passed a petting zoo. 

“No, no, the Forest Festival is a concert series at an 
outdoor amphitheatre in Haliburton Forest,” I said. 
“Apparently the venue is incredibly beautiful and its 
location was chosen specifically for its astounding nat- 
ural acoustics.” 

Galea was still apprehensive, so I arranged a tour 
of the concert site with Forest Festival organizer Sean 
Pennylegion. 

“Welcome to Bone Lake,” Pennylegion said as we 
met him at the amphitheatre the next day. 

I was struck by the terraced seating leading down 
to a floating stage, an uninhabited lake stretching out 
beyond.

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he sound of a crow on the roost 

cuts across the hilltop. And, as I 

look in that direction, I marvel 
at a pink-hued dawn - one that would 
almost look gaudy and overdone, if 
depicted in an oil painting. 

This morning, early in August, already 
holds a hint of autumn. Not in changing 
leaves, but in the cool air and the height 
of the goldenrods and milkweeds. 

It’s in the billowy clouds that hang 
heavy over the fullness of the trees. It’s 
in the quality of light and the prepara- 
tions that go on around here for the fair. 
And it is embodied in that plaintive crow 
call as he greets the new day. 

August, to me, has always been a 
shallow slope just below the crest. The 
descent to September, at first, is imper- 
ceptible. 

But then, somewhere towards the end 
of the month, the grade gets steeper and 
soon we are immersed in an autumn 
filled with blushing maples, geese in 
flight, and leaves migrating towards 
their final resting place. It is a spectacu- 
lar and dramatic time. 

Yesterday, I went for a walk in the back 
field, bushwhacking through chest high 
dogbane, goldenrod and milkweed, and 
watching sparrows flush as I cut a path, 
like an icebreaker, toward the tree line. 

It was not an aimless walk this time. 
I had a location and purpose in mind. 
And when I got there, to that grove of 
wrist-sized poplars, bristling out the 
bare earth and old leaves, I stopped and 
remembered autumns past.

place I will visit twice an autumn, more 
to see the birds than to shoot them. It’s 
not that I wouldn’t. More like the cover 
is tight and swinging a gun on a flushing

woodcock or grouse in this stuff is just 
as much luck as good management. 

But I’m not hunting today. I’m just 
curious to see if a resident bird or two 
has set up a home here in the shade 
this grove provides where the leaf duff 
is not so thick and the ground is moist 
and prime habitat for earthworms. So I 
meander through, looking for sign. 

Soon, I see what I am looking for. 
To anyone other than an upland bird 
hunter, it would appear as another bird 
dropping. But the size and the location 
and its white, chalky nature tell me that 
at least one woodcock resides here. And 
that thought makes me smile. 

If my own informal spring survey 
is any indication, these little, secretive 
birds seem to be doing well around this 
hill, this year. I couldn’t walk a hundred 
yards at dusk in spring without hearing 
the characteristic “peent, peent, peent” 
or seeing a male bird erupt from the edge 
of the alders to perform a sky dance. The 
conditions this spring favoured these 
birds and I was rooting for them. 

North American populations, I’m told, 
seem to be holding steady, but for a 
while the scientists say they were on a 
steady decline. 

Habitat loss has always been deemed 
the culprit. But, in truth, I think that the 
surveyors don’t know where to look. 
There old survey routes had grown over 
or were buried beneath development 
and the birds, it seems, are quicker to 
adapt than the biologists. 

Let’s hope it’s always that way.

he audience laughed early and easily for the 

Highlands Summer Festival’s comedic murder 

mystery, The Musical Comedy Murders of 1940, 
on opening night Aug. 2. 

It could have been the clumsy, forgetful murderer 
who almost bungles the stabbing of the maid Helsa 
Wenzel in the opening scene that tipped them off, or 
perhaps it was the entrance of egomaniacal Ken De La 
Maize bursting through the door in knee-high riding 
boots and a ridiculously mop-like wig covering the top 
of his head. 

Whatever it was, the cast of The Musical Comedy had 
the audience captivated from nearly the first instant 
of the production right to the standing ovation at the 
end. 

Reminiscent of so many murder mystery movies, 
The Musical Comedy is set in a remote mansion where 
characters are trapped by a snowstorm, forced to fig- 
ure out who among them is the Stage Door Slasher, a 
murderer who has killed three chorus girls before. 

The cast is composed of the usual suspects — a police 
officer, a seductive benefactor, two young actors who 
will become romantically linked, a drunkard song- 
writer, and a self-aggrandizing director — and a few 
oddballs, such as a German maid, an Irish tenor and a 
whimsical producer. 

What makes the play all the more interesting are the 
twists included by playwright John Bishop, including 
setting the story in the midst of the Second World War, 
combining modern humour with old-timey situations 
and characters actively satirizing themselves.

It’s not always easy to keep up with what’s happen- 
ing — who is a suspect? who is a spy? why do we keep 
seeing dead characters reappear? — but the over-the-top 
performances coupled with the intricate set designed 
by David Adolphus, which included multiple hidden 
passageways, kept even the most confused audience 
members attentive. 

Particularly impressive were performances by 
Ryan Brown as struggling comedian Eddie McCuen, 
Lorraine McNeil as potential producer Marjorie 
Baverstock (with an inexplicable annunciation issue) 
and Nicola Jowett as the severe German maid, Helsa.

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Tourism Association and the Algonquins of 
Pikwakanagan, centred on what common 
products the areas offered. 

These commonalities were many, Smith 
said, including fishing, camping and arts 
and culture. 

What representatives agreed was lack- 
ing was some kind of major keystone event, 
perhaps one that could take place in vari- 
ous locations throughout the RTO. 

“I was very impressed with it,” Smith said 
of the meeting. “It was a very positive feel- 
ing around the table.” 

Smith expects positive economic out- 
comes for the county as a result of new pro- 
vincial marketing structure. 

“There will be a large effect on Halibur- 
ton County,’ he said. 

The board agreed that the GTA and 
Ottawa were its two target markets and 
while the GTA has always been a target for 
Haliburton County, Smith said the RTO 


program will mean exposure in Ottawa that 
it’s never had before. 

The transition board is working on a 
name for the RTO. Thirty-seven suggestions 
were whittled down to three at last month’s 
meeting. 

He said it’s challenging coming up with 
a name that represents the character of the 
region without being too geographically 
specific. 

The board will be meeting again before 
the end of the summer and the RTOs - there 
are 13 in all - should be officially incorpo- 
rated some time in the fall. 

The province announced the creation of 
the RTOS, which will receive some $40 mil- 
lion in funding in 2010, earlier this year in 
response to a competitiveness study per- 
formed by Tourism Ministry in 2009. 

While the county was originally split into 
two RTOs - Algonquin Highlands had been 
grouped with Muskoka - opposition to the 
fracture by area residents pushed the prov- 
ince to leave the county unified. 


Former Minden Times owner 
takes over County Voice

Nine years after he sold the Minden 
Times, Jack Brezina is returning to the 
newspaper industry, taking up the post of 
publisher with the Haliburton County Voice 
last week. 

Brezina said his interest in running the 
paper on a temporary, part-time basis was 
mutual with the Voice’s current manage- 
ment. 

“The withdrawal of [owners] Brett and 
Joanne [Irvine] from the scene left a bit 
of a void and they approached me and I 
approached them ... about the possibility 
of seeing them through this transition. I like 
the change that has occurred as far as the 
management or control of the newspaper is 
concerned and the fact that it’s being held 
as a public entity that will donate its profits 
back into the community,” Brezina said in 
an interview. 

Recently, the Voice announced that the 
Irvines would no longer be running the 
paper, but would instead turn it over to a 
community-run board that would donate 
all profits made back to community efforts. 

That charity - named GIFT, give it for 
tomorrow - is expected to be fully function- 
ing by the fall of this year. 

In October of 2001, Brezina sold the 
Times to competitor Len Pizzey, who owned 


the Haliburton County Echo at the time. 

That was after 21 years of newspaper 
ownership. 

“I think it gets in your blood,” he said of 
the industry, “I was really quite comforta- 
ble when I went back... it just felt good” 

Brezina took over the management of 
the paper on Friday, Aug. 6 with the under- 
standing that he will evaluate his role at the 
business in a year, and expects to stay for 
two years. 

“My discussions with the board of GIFT 
is that I’m here for two years ... after a year 
we'll do a reassessment. ... I’m a retired guy 
who was enjoying my free time and I will 
continue to enjoy it, I’ve just added another 
aspect to it,” he said. 

As for competing against the Times, the 
paper he put more than two decades into 
running, Brezina said enough time has 
passed that he’s not sentimental about it. 

“T think I’ve been removed enough - 
there’s been enough time, water under the 
bridge - between when I sold it and now. 
I don’t wish anyone ill. I think competi- 
tion in any industry is good and it certainly 
strengthens newspapers to have good com- 
petition out there, keeping everybody hon- 
est and keeping things moving forward,’ he 
said. 

He will, however, keep his “TIMES” 
licence plates, a gift from his wife Pat, as a 
memento of his start with the Times in the 
Highlands.

Watch the meteor shower on Aug. 12 


Come out to the Lochlin 

Community Centre for a guided 

watch of the annual meteor shower 
with Dr. Carl Bignell 


Dark Skies in the Lochlin Flats is an evening of stargaz- 
ing with friends of the Rail Trail on Thursday, Aug. 12 - the 
peak of the Perseid meteor shower. 

The experience starts at the Lochlin Community Centre 
at 9 p.m. for orientation with our guide, Dr. Carl Bignell, a 
retired astronomer who divides his time between Bala and 
Burnt River. 

We're delighted to have Bignell lend his expertise to this 
family-friendly outing. The idea for this came up during the 
Sunday Rambles as another way to use the ideal outdoor 
classroom of the Rail Trail. A special welcome is extended 
to cottagers who would like to learn more about the con- 
stellations they admire from the dock. 

There will be lots of opportunities to ask questions of 
Bignell whether you're a novice stargazer or a telescope 
geek. He’ll be bringing along his telescope for show and 
tell. 

A star map of the current night sky from Star and Tele- 
scope magazine will be on hand for reference. The moon is 
just past new, and setting before the height of the meteors, 
for a good dark sky. 

Fortified by coffee and desserts, we’ll head out onto the 
Rail Trail as it gets dark, in the landscape known locally as 
the Lochlin Flats. Shooting stars could be as often as 60 per 
hour on this particular evening. Hope for a clear night, but 
there’s a program planned if we have cloud cover. 

Bring a telescope or binoculars if you’d like, but these 
aren’t necessary. It’s fun to just settle in to oooh and ahhh 
at the falling stars. If you get a stiff neck looking up, why not 
bring along a folding chair and one of those travelling neck 
pillows? A blanket and bug spray might add to your com- 
fort.
